Although the zero hour for the gov­ 
ernment Action has been set at 12 
o'clock today, in hope that the armed 
bands in the West Virginia coal fields 
would disperse, there was little ‘indi­ 
cation this morning that federal inter­ 
vention could be avoided.

Berlin- Sept. L-“Europe fiddles while 
Russia is dying," it the keynote of an 
other clarion call to the nations of 
the world by Maximilan Harden in 
his famous weekly, Die Zukunfit, ur­ 
ging all nations to join hands at once 
in a systematic plan for relief and 
construction of Russia without, how­ 
ever, meddling in that country’s inter­ 
nal affairs. 
Harden^ proposal for a “general 
staff” todoe headed by Herbert Hoover 
and Marshal Foch to command 
an 
army of a million workers for Russian 
relief and reconstruction exclusively 
reported in these dispatches Tuesday, 
has caused ^widespread discussion 
in 
Europe. He now follows it with a 
warning that the present American re­ 
lief action is but a 
“drop 
in 
the 
bucket.” 
The noted editor draws 
a vivid 
word picture of the Russian situation. 
He warns that it spells disaster to 
the whole eastern hemisphere unless 
all nations “pitch in” immediately. 
“More than sixty million Russians 
have

nor medicines,” he writes. 
Western Europe has no conception 
of the extent of the Russian misery. 
Of all the white peoples in the world, 
the Russians alone are capable of 
such suffering as they have already

Where 
former days there bloomed a veritable 
paradise of corn, now one can trade 
a good horse for half a pood of wheat.

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POPE I RUES EXTENSION OF IT. S. CONFERENCE TO 
LIMITATION OF ARMIES. 


Probably no statesmen in Europe take a keener interest rn 
the forth-coming Washington conference than Pope Benedict’s | 
ministers at the Vatican. 
In fact, the Pope regards himself as 
the spiritual father of the disarmament movement, which he con­ 
siders he initiated by his peace message of August I, 1917. 
It is his earnest desire that the Washington conference may 
not limit its labors to naval disarmament—although 
he 
fully 
recognizes its supreme importance for America, England and 
Japan—and that it will find means of extending the program to 
limitation of land armies also, which is primarily the problem 
confronting the nations of the European continent. 
The Papal Secretariat of State gave the Pope’s attitude to­ 
ward the conference and disarmament as follows: 
“His Holiness views with intense sympathy America’s en­ 
deavor to bring lasting peace to the peoples of the world. He sees 
in President Harding’s undertaking renewed proof of the high 
idealism which distinguished the American people during the 
World War. 
“The Pope is fully aware of the enormous difficulties to be 
overcome before disarmament can be realized. Disarmament was j 
most carefully studied by the Pope and his advisers before pub­ 
lication of the Papal peace message four years ago. His present 
opinion His Holiness bases on information collected during this 
investigation which convinced him that the public opinion of all 
countries regards disarmament as the sole effective and sincere J 
means of realizing a durable peace and 
preventing 
universal 
financial ruin. 
“As he sees it the fundamental issue is the substitution of 
the moral force of right for the material force of might and the 
ideal aim to be achieved is a just agreement between all nations 
and an ensuing simultaneous and reciprocal limitation of arma­ 
ments in such degree that only the military forces sufficient to 
maintain law and order within their own territory will remain 
under arms. 
“His Holiness believes the easiest and most popular measure J 
that can be taken in this direction in Europe is complete abolition 
of conscription. 
The example of America and 
England, 
who 
abolished obligatory military service after the war, proves this 
can be done. 
“The Napoleonic invention of conscription has been 
the 
cause of immeasurable suffering and misery throughout 
the 
world. The abolition of conscription would render war impossible 
in Europe or at least impossible on such a vast scale as the recent 
terrible conflict. Without the abolition of conscription, disarma-| 
ment must ever remain an illusion.”
